Peatherstone  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  placing  before  you  ray  first 
Annual  Heport  on  the  Health  of  your  district  for  the  year 
ending  December  1920.  As  you  are  aware  I have  only  served 
part  of  the  year  as  Medical  Officer  having  succeeded  Dr  Buncle 
who  retired.  Unfortunately  your  late  Health  Visitor  broke 
down  in  health,  and  for  some  months  improvised  arrangements 
had  to  be  made  until  her  auocessor  was  appointed.  Dor  these 
reasons  some  of  the  Statistics  are  incomplete. 

DISTRICT . Size  of  Sanitary  area  is  4429  acres  and  contains 
2926  inhabited  houses.  No  additional  house  has  been  added 
during  the  year  but  24  are  in  process  of  erection, 

Occupation  of  inhabitants  Coal  mining. 

POPULATION.  The  nurnber  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
is  15052  which  gives  a little  over  6 persons  per  house.  The 
approaching  Census  will  determine  the  correotnesa  of  this 
estimate. 

BIRTH  RATE  During  the  year  490  Births  were  registered  252 

Males  and  236  Pemalea,  '■  Of  these  8 were  Illegitimate  males  and 

10  Illegitimate  Females,  This  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  32.5.  That 
of  England  and  Wales  being  25.4.  The  Birth  Rate  for  Eeatherstone 
in  1919  xvas  28.4 

PEAT H RATE . The  total  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  this 

Sanitary  area  is  254  (l43  Males  111  females)  giving  a Death  Rate 
of  16.8.  That  of  England  and  Wales  being  12.4.  Eeatherstone 
for  1919  was  17.75.

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Il'JFArJT ILE  MORTAL ITY . Although  there  were  490  Births  during 


the  year  there  were  also  65  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  of  132,  that  of 
England  being  80,  and  Eeatherstone  for  1919  being  146. 

The  infantile  mortality  of  all  Colliery  areas  is  usually 
high.  This  figure  although  declining  is  still  too  high, 
and  with  this  object  in  view  those  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
have  been  created.  No  doubt  such  Schemes  will  assist, 

the  more  especially  if  instructions  in  proper  feeding  bear 
fruit,,  but  unless  larger  and  better  housing  accommodat iori 
should  accompany  these  efforts,  the  benefit  reaped ’will  not 
be  sufficient.  The  chief  causes  of  this  Infantile  death 
Rate  are  Congenital  Debility  (25)  affections  of  the  Lungs 
23  and  Diarrhoea  10. 

ZYivlOTIC  DEATH  RATE.  The  number  of  deaths  for  the  seven 
principal  Infectious  diseases  is  24  giving  a Zymotic  Death 
rate  of  1.5  that  of  1919  being  .9  the  accompanying  table 
will  show  the  deaths  to  each  disease  and  the  number  of  cases 
notified  during  the  year.

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All  the  notified  cases  of  Scarlet  lever,  Enteric  and 
Diphtheria  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and 
disinfection  of  the  houses  carried  out. 

The  cases  of  Typhoid  were  in  no  way  connected  with 
each  other,  with  the  exception  of  those  at  Loscoe,  concerning 
which  a separate  report  has  "been  laid  hefore  you  and  copies 
sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council, 

MEASLES . This  recurring  disease  started  towards  the  end 
of  1919  and  increased  in  numbers  reaching  its  worst  in  April 
and  May,  There  were  9 deaths.  Certain  schools  were  closed 
in  the  hope  of  staying  its  progress,  but  in  a thickly 
populated  place  like  ours,  the  disease  is  difficult  to  arrest 
until  all  those  liable  to  infection  are  attacked,  and  the 
epidemic  swun..  itself  out.  All  the  cases  were  treated  at 
home,  without  the  aid  of  Professional  nursing.  The  Health 
Visitor  is  instructed  to  visit  each  affected  house  and  give 
advige . 

THHEIaCULOSIS . The  number  of  cases  notified  was  35  (pulmonary 
tuberculosis  24  and  other  parts  11)  and  the  deaths  were, 
Pulmonary  11  and  other  parts  11,  giving  a death  rate  of  1.4 
from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

Although  lectures,  verbal  and  printed  advice,  have  been 
offered,  the  public  do  not  yet  seem  to  realise  the  gravity 
of  this  disease.  Puli  use  of  Bacteriological  examination 
has  been  resorted  to,  and  doubtful  cases  have  been  sent  to 
the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  for  consultation,  still  with  over 
crowded  houses,  a long  waiting  list  for  admission  into  the 
■Sanatorium  and  the  discharge  of  incurables,  without  provision 
to  prevent  further  contact,  one  is  not  surprised  at  its 
spread.  The  houses  are  disinfected,  sputum  flasks  provided 

for  use,  and  leaflets  distributed.  Much  money  is  being 
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spent  on  this  disease,  but  unless  a si^dical  modification  in 
House  building  ensues,  it  will  go  on.  I cannot  on  with, 

approval  at  the  type  of  houses  being  erected  at  present,  which 
has  been  submitted  to  ana  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

In  a district  where  early  marriages  prevail,  families  in  each 
house  at  least  five,  the  atmosphere  dust  ladened,  the  house 
ought  to  be  commodious,  and  ainply  ventilated. 

IHELUEHZA.  Every  year  brings  at  least  one  visitation  if 
not  two  of  this  disease.  It  is  atmospheric  in  its  spread, 

and  a person  once  attacked  evidently  more  liable  to  a future 
attack.  If  the  victim  would  only  go  to  bed  at  the 
commencement  it  would  shorten  the  affliction  and  probably 
escape  the  complications  which  so  often  follow.  There  were 
12  deaths  ascribed  to  this  disease,  but  that  by  no  raeans  measures 
its  fatality,  the  end  often  being  certified  as  Bronchitis  or 
Pneumonia.  Out  of  a total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes ^245) 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  claimed  73. 

VBNBKEaL  diseases.  Those  suffering  from  these  diseases  are 
recommended  to  Leeds  Infirmary  for  Modern  Treatment.  The  advice 
is  followed,  but  the  dist/ance  and  loss  of  a days  income,  not 
to  mention  the  disclosure , leads  to  a laxity  of  carrying  the 
treatment  to  its  full  extent. 

HOUSING.  There  is  a great  scarcity  of  houses  in  this 

district  and  those  existing  are  taxed  to  their  full  capacity. 
Private  enterprise  has  entirely  stopped.  The  Council  have 
entered  into  a plan  for  the  construction  of  51  and  at  present 
24  are  in  process  of  erection.  This  is  wholly  inadequate 
for  our  population,  and  I should  strongly  urge  a reconsideration 
of  the  present  plan.  I am  quite  sensible  of  the  cost  of 
building  material  and  labour,  but  to  curtail  expenditure  at  the 
cost  of  future  illness  is  false  economy.  You  require  300 
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additional  houses  at  least,  and  each  house  must  have  at  least 
3 separate  bed  rooms.  All  the  rooms  upstairs  and  down  to 
be  capacious  and  ventilated  on  the  most  modern  method. 

Each  house  should  have  a Water  Closet  and  ash  pit  (to  be  dry 
with  easy  access)  or  Sanitary  Dust  Ein.  At  present  one 
privy  and  ash  pit  have  to  be  used  for  two  houses  a very 
reprehensible  method.  Conversions  from  privy  to  ¥.G.  is 
only  moving  slowly.  There  are  ^1031  privies,  1202  W.C-S^ 
1000  ashpits^  and  484  dust  bins  in  existence  at  present. 

SCAVEEG-Il^'G.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr  Sagar)  is  an 
energetic  Officer  and  his  work  is  always  well  in  hand.  I 
refer  you  to  his  report  which  is  subjoined. 

Y7ATEK  SUPPLY.  This  is  of  good  quality  and  usually  ample 
in  quant ityc  * 

ERA  III  AGE . Sewers  generally  in  fair  condition  and  Disposal 

works  satisfactory. 

The  half  of  the  night  soil  is  carted  to  the  Destructor 
and  used  as  fuel  for  producing  steam  to  pump  sewage.  The 
other  half  is  deposited  on  Sewage  Earm  Tip,  and  dry  ashes 
taken  to  other  tips.  These  Tips  are  constauitly  inspected 
and  ai'e  far  removed  from  any  dwelling  house.

The  Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance  at  both  Centres  and 
each  session,  along  with  the  Health  Visitor  and  a few  voluntary 

workers . 

This  work  consists  of  a short  lecture  by  the  Medical  Officer 
to  the  mothers  about  children,  and  children's  ailments.  Also 
a quarterly  lecture  given  privately  to  expectant  mothers.  After 
each  lecture  the  Medical  Officer  has  a private  consulting  room 
for  all  mothers  either  concerning  themselves  or  their  babies. 
Instruction  is  given  in  such  cases  and  if  of  a necessitous 
nature  also  free  milk  or  Glaxo.  The  Health  Visitor,  with 
voluntary  assistance,  weighs  the  babies  and  registers  the 
vreight.  Any  baby  not  thriving  is  directed  by  her  to  see  the 

Medical  Officer.  In  connection  with  these  Meetings  a sewing 
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class  is  carried  on  dy  voluntary  workers,  for  the  purpose 
of  instructing  and  making  "baby  garments.  These  garments 
are  sold  at  cost  price,  and  in  a few  instances  given  free, 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  these  Clinics  are  getting  more 
largely  attended  at  both  centres,  There  is  one  disquieting 
feature  about  them,  and  that  is,  those  most  needing  such 
instruction  and  help  do  not  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity. 
Although  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Owners  of  the 
Gospel  Hall  and  Congregational  School  Room,  still  one  would 
hope  that  in  some  future  time  better  arrangements  might  be 
provided . . 

I regret  I cannot  give  statistics  of  the  number  of  visits 
by  the  Health  Visitor  as  the  present  Health  Visitor  (Miss 
Brennan)  only  commenced  duties  here  in  January  1921.  The 
late  Health  Visitor  Miss  Lee,  broke  down  in  health  and  for 
many  months  the  work  was  carried  on  by  the  Medical  Officer  with 
the  help  of  voluntary  assistance.  To  those  Ladies  who 
rendered  such  assistance,  I am  greatly  indebted. 

Complicated  cases  of  Maternity  are  treated  in  Leeds  Maternity 
Hospital,  with  whom  we  have  an  agreement  for  such  oases.  Two 
such  cases  have  been  sent  during  the  year. 

The  disbursement  of  milk  or  Glaxo  either  free  or  coat  price 
has  been  considerable,  but  a more  uniform  method  has  now  been 
and  in  future  a fixed  basis  of  family  income 
will  determine  its  distribution.
